Scores of witnesses who think they 
have something to tell are examined 
only to show that they know nothing 
of value, but are seeking notoriety an;j 
feel that by being a witness of some 
kind they will be able to get Into the 
court every day and hear the trial. 
Then there are cranks who look sane 
enough, but have only theories which ; 
they expound as facts. 
In every so 
called “big” case these persons have 
to be disposed of before any real work 
is done, and all through the prepara­ 
tion of the case they have to be dim 
inated. 
It 
requires 
enthusiasm, 
tenacity 
cleverness, a knowledge of the law 
and human nature and common sense 
to prepare a difficult case. 
It Is all 
done in the office, where the limelight 
is shut off. One of the essential things 
Is to keep from the public, and there 
fore the lawye rs for the defendant 
what Is going on—unless it helps the 
prosecution’s side of it. 
Mr. Garvan possesses all these qual 
Hies. 
He has a great capacity foi 
work—work that means many sleep 
l<?ss nights. 
To his friends he is 
known as Pete, Mike or Pat Garvan a* 
fancy dictates. 
Through it all he re 
mains young—so young that a district 
attorney from a western city, a vet 
eran of many cases, remarked wher 
M r. Garvan was pointed out to him a1 
one of the trials: 
“So that is Garvan, who has beer 
mentioned 
in our home papers so 
often. He is a mere boy.”

part in the laying 
out 
of 
Canvas* 
town. at Emerald 
Hill. 
This 
town 
was literally built in a day. 
Incred­ 
ible as it may seem, ample accom­ 
modation for 80,000 persons was pro­ 
vided in tilt' space of 20 hours. 
Tho town of Custer, named after 
a Halted States general in Colorado, 
f ame into existence in a single day. 
It consists of 
some 
500 
wooden 
houses, all of which were constructed 
between sunrise and sunset. 
Mate­ 
rial was shipped in from factories 
In the stall', whole sections of wooden 
walls, beams, joists and roofs 
in two 
pieces having bt en made from care­ 
fully prepared plans and exact speci­ 
fications. 
Each piece of each building was 
numbered and laid in order near the 
site it was to occupy, so that it could 
be the more readily handled. 
As in 
the building of King Solomon’s tem ­ 
ple. all the pieces were made to fit 
Va ch other, the work of construction 
being, therefore, only a m atter of fit­ 
ting the pieces together and driving 
a few spikes. 
The site had all been 
cleared and leveled in advance, and 
2.000 men in addition to the settlers, 
were engaged in the building of the 
town. 
The largest of the houses was 
a boarding house, which was two sto­ 
ries high, and shops were erected for 
bakers, butchers und 
other 
trades­ 
men. 
In Oklahoma more than one town 
sprang up in a day. 
Thomas 
City 
was a case in point. 
Indeed, accord­ 
ing to report, it came into being in a 
single afternoon. 
Within a few hours 
3.000 persons were comfortably set­ 
tled and business was set in motion. 
A newspaper was likewise printed and 
circulated among the new' community, 
and a big birthday ceelbration 
was 
held the following day. 
Another Oklahoi^i “boom 
town” 
which ran up like magic is Snyder. 
It was born on a Friday. 
In anticipa­ 
tion of that interesting event thou­ 
sands of people flocked to the place, 
among whom were shop keepers, ljrd 
agents and many others who wore 
anxious to secure the best sites on 
the natal day. 
I ntil then nobody was allowed to 
enter tho town area. 
At sunset on 
the I hursday Snyder was nothing but 
a name, tor it was minus houses, rail­ 
way aud inhabitants. 
Jliit soon after 
sunrise next morning fully 10.000 per­ 
sons were on the spot. 
The town was 
rapidly mapped out; the erection of 
buildings was in progress; trains were 
running; a railway station had been 
erected; 
while two 
hotels, 
three 
banks and a number of shops were 
each doing quite a brisk business.
